Handling Tobacco.
Farmers must not think the whole

taskis accomplished when they draw
the fire from the bams, for there yet
remains a eood deal to be done. As
soon as the tobacco is sufficiently soft
to move, you may run up in the barn
and crowd it close, or if the barn is

needed for other curings the tobacco
mav be rarried to the storase barn or

, bulked down in any dry house on the
prem ises. But ie- sure that nothing is
"bulked with green stalk or swelled

stems, for if such are placed dotfn in
bulk.it will be sure to heat and utterly
rum. it your toDacco cured up nice ana

do not let it hang too scattering
in the barn, for if it is exposed to the
air or light it will lose its color to
great extent, fliebest plan is to bulk
it down soon as possible for it will

then not only retain all of its color but
will become verv sweet, which is an
important item to buyers.
